A Work on the North American 
Indian. 


WHAT SHE INTENDS TO DO HERE. 


She Defends the Poor Indian and Shows 
Plainly that He has Not Been 
Treated Right. 


Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson, who has 
made herself famous throughout the 
United States, for the able and woman- 
ly manner in which she has defended 
the poor Indian, has been in this city 
for the past few weeks. A Times re- 
porter called upon her yesterday at the 
Kimball mansion where she is staying, 
and found her to be a very pleasant 
lady of perhaps forty-five years of age, 
but she looks much younger. She 
stated that she was out here for her 
health, but while she was in the State 
she intended to write up the Missions 
for the Century Magazine. This is not 
the first time that Mrs. Jackson has vis- 
ited the State. She was here a few 
years ago and wrote up the prominent 
places of interest in Southern Califor- 
nia, although she was never in Los An- 


geles before. She spoke in high terms 
of this city and thinks it much the 
pleasantest part of the State she has 
ever visited. The snow the other day 
was quite a surprise but she says that 
she supposes it is one of the freaks 
that California is noted for. Her last 
work under the name of 


A CENTURY OF DISHONOR, 
A few notes from this very interest- 


ing work on some of the Indian tribes 


of the United States will not be out 
of place here. It will be remem- 
bered that Mrs. Jackson has resided in 
Colorado for a number of years and is 
well acquainted with the ways of the 
Western Indian. In her introductory 
note she says: My object will be to 
show causes for national shame in the 
matter of our treatment of the Indians. 
It is a shame which the American na- 
tion ought not to lie under, for the 
American people as a people are not at 
heart unjust. If there be one thing 
which they believe in more than any 
other, and mean that every man on this 
continent shall have, it is fair play; and 
as soon as they fairly understand how 
cruelly it has been denied to the Indian 
they will rise up and demand it for 
him. The question of the honorable- 
ness of the United States’ dealings with 
the Indians turns largely on a much 
disputed and little understood point: 
What was the nature of the Indian’s 
right to the country in which they were 
living when the continent of North 
America was discovered? Between the 
theory of some sentimentalists that the 
Indians were the real owners of the 
soil, and the theory of some politicians 
that they had no right of ownership 
whatever in it, there are innumerable 
grades and confusions of opinion. The 
only authority on the point must be the 
view and usage as accepted by the great 
discovering powers at the time of dis- 
covery, and afterwards in their dispo- 
sition of the lands discovered.“ 

She then goes back and shows plainly 
that England, France, Spain, and 
Portugal all recognized the right 
of the Indian to the lands they had held 
for years. She proves in a clear and 
logical manner that if those nations re- 
cognized the rights of the Indian, the 
American nation should in their great- 
ness not be far behind the governments 
of that day. She takes up some of the 
most prominent Indian tribes of North 
America and gives short sketches of 
their homes and lives. This is one of 
the most interesting works of the kind 
that -has been placed before American 
readers for a long time, and will be 
read with more than passing interest 
by all persons interested in this ques- 
tion. She shows by illustration that 
the greatest massacres of late years 
have been caused by the whites. It is 
to be hoped that Mrs. Jackson will take 
up the missionary work among the In- 
dians and give the people a history of 
the work done in that line.

The Regular Weekly Meeting—Bust- 
ness Transacted. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion last night, President Moran pre- 
siding. ‘The minutes of the last meet- 
ing were read and approved. 

The regular weekly report of the 
City Auditor was read and referred to 
the Committee on Finance. 

The contract between the city and W. 
H. Gould for the publication of the An- 
nual Report of the City Officers, and 
also his bond for $200, was ordered 


that the blank be filled and that thirty 
days be given to fulfill the contract. 
The contract was approved. 


ZANJERO’S REPORT. 
Zanjero reported that six dollars 


worth of work had been done on zanja 
No. 6-1. He recommended that the 
dam in the arroyo below reservoir No. 
4 be removed, as the water is lost to 
the city. Referred to the Committee 
on Zanjas. 

Reported that he had thirty-three 
worthless shovels and requested to 
have them condemned and that they be 
replaced by new ones. Referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The regular report of the Overseer 
— “a Chain-gang was read and ordered 

ed. 

The account aud report of D. M. 
Adams, City Justice, was read, showing 
his business for the past year. Received 
and filed. 

The bill for the Supreme Court re- 
ports was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The Finance Committee reported in 
the matter of the petitions of J. E. 
Jackson for settlement of judgment 
without recommendation. “Referred to 
the City Attorney. 

In the matter of J. H. Lucas, the 
committee referred the matter back to 
the Council. On motion of Councilman 
Kuhrts it was ordered that the proposi- 
tion of Lucas be accepted. 

An ordinance in regard to city bills 
presented by Councilman Cohn was 
read and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Chandler offered a reso- 
lution fixing the salaries of the city offi- 
cers which was read and refused. 

Notice of intention to establish the 
grade of Sainsevain street was read and 
adopted. 

The Committee on Fire and Water 
reported recommending the purchase 
of twelve hundred feet of hose for the 
fire department; also, that the Water 
Company place a fire hydrant on the 
southwest corner of Main and Court 
streets. The report was adopted and 
ordered that the Committee on Fire and 
Water advertise for hose. 

One week further time was granted 
the Committee on Supplies to purchase 
horses for the city. 


ZANJA COMMITTEE. 


The Zanja Committee recommended 
that zanja No. 5, running on Main 
street, be abandoned, and that the 
branch ditch running from Main along 
Jefferson to Figueroa street be de- 
clared a public ditch to be kept in order 
by the Zanjero. Referred back to the 
to the Committee on Zanjas. 

That the price of water in the city 
limits be $2 per day for irrigation pur- 
poses. Deferred until next month. 
That the Zanjero be allowed to ap- 
point an assistant. Ordered that the 
recommendation be carried out.

Councilmen Moore and Chandler 
made a strong kick against the loss of 
water now going on in the river, and 
asked that every ditch in the city be 
filled. 

Councilman Moore moved that the 
main ditch be cleaned. 

It was ordered that $50 be added to 
the appropriation for the cleaning of 
the main ditch. 

The Committee on Parks asked that 
two hundred feet of hose be furnished. 
Referred to the Committee on Supplies. 

Councilman Moore moved that the 
fire department be ordered out for in- 
spection next Tuesday afternoon at 2 
o’clock and that the Council be on 
hand to see what was really necessary 
for the department. 

Councilman Cohn asked that two 
competent engineers pe employed to 
be on hand and give their opinions. 
Adopted, and Messrs. Campbell and 
Velsir were named as the engineers. 

Councilman moved that the City Au- 
ditor return all warrants remaining in 
his hands for the past twelve months to 
the Council for destruction. So or- 
dered. 

Councilman Moore moved that all 
warrants uncalled for and unsigned by 
the Mayor be brought in the Council at 
its next meeting by the Auditor. So 
ordered. 

The petition of the police force asking 
that their salaries be increased, on the 
ground that provision, rents, etc., has very 
materially advanced since the salaries now 
paid were fixed. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Police. 

The 8 of Confidence Engine Com- 
pany No. 2 asking the poll-tax of each 
name on roll be paid by the Council.
